Results of tile survey indi­ 
cate the priorities as fol­ 
lows: housing, 13 votes; ed­ 
ucation, 12; recreation and 
open space, IO; economy, 
9; human resources, 8; pub­ 
lic protection, 4; health* 3; 
natural resources, 2; trans­ 
portation, 2 ; and general 
government, 0, 
Some 36 questionnaires 
were mailed out and 22 were 
returned, A breakdown of 
the area covered by the ques­ 
tionnaire and tile response 
siiowed: Hondo, 12 tent, IO 
received; Natalia, & and 3; 
LaCoste, 4 and 2; Castroville, 
5 and 3; Devine, & and 2; 
D'Hanis, 5 and 2. 
Continuing the report the 
committee wrote; 


"Mott areas indicated a 


complete lack of housing. 
Castroville does not seem to 
have this problem. Lack of 
rental facilities were espe­ 
cially noted--lack of 2-3 
bedroom houses, need of 
loans, low income houses, 
assistance in rehabilitation 
and rehabilitation loans. 
"Education was the num­ 
ber two priority. Tire need 
of caring tor drop-outs-- 
treed of additional counselors, 
truant officers as well as 
implementation of trade 
school, vocational programs 
and job training. Lack of 
money cited by school ad­ 
ministration members of 
committee, 
"Recreation aspect carne 
in for heavy support from 
Castroville, Hondo and se­ 
veral otlier scattered areas.

The impact 
spun die car around and 
caused th* entire rignt side 
to collide with a ti ain-Ap 
patently it also overturned 
die car, and completely sep­ 
arated tire engine from the 
frame. Tire car body came 
to rest 97 feet from the im ­ 
pact.

I enjoyed reading Mr, 
Fbemer's comments on tile 
t>2nd and upcoming o3rd leg­ 
islative sessions. The Anvil 
Herald did its readers a def­ 
inite service in publishing 
the article. 
But as a candi­ 
date for state representative 
in District 45, I feel com­ 
pelled to comment on Mr, 
Poemer's speculations about 
reform and taxation. 
First, I agree that reform 
is a major issue tills election 
year. The Texas House of 
Representatives rn rn face 
the need for a constitutional 
ethics law, limitations on 
the powers of House confer­ 
ence committees, restric­ 
tions on hie number of con­ 
secutive terms a person may 
serve as Speaker, and a host 
of other reforms. I also be­ 
lieve voters w ill look closely 
at a candidate’s position on 


these issues. And they w ill 
find that Mr. Poemer voted 
against every major proce­ 
dural reform proposed in tile 
last legislative session. In 
tile samz session lie voted for 
maintaining secrecy over 
the Sharptown scandals and 
for an unconstitutional re­ 
districting bill which cost 
thousands of taxpayers' dol­ 
lars to defend unsuccessfully. 


Second, Mr, Poemer ap- 
parentl) favors raising tie 
sales tax rather than passing 
a corporate profits tax. I 
see he has not changed Ids 
mind since last M.irch when 
he voted to kill the mild 
4-1/2% corporate profits tax 
presented in the House. Cer­ 
tainly big corporations w ill 


lobby for a personal income 
tax and/or a sales tax in­ 
crease. 
However, few Tex- 
fm 


ans see either of these as 
acceptable first choices. A 
personal income tax should 
be the last method consid­ 
ered. A sales tax increase 
is also hard to justify. A l­ 
ready Texans are burdened 
with one of tile highest sales 
tax rates in the nation. In 
die short ten years we have 
had a sales tax the legisla­ 
ture has consistently used it 
as the "easy way" to raise 
revenue. 
A corporate profits tax 
w ill help relieve the tax load 
of the average consumer and 
small businessman. Texas 
needs the revenue tile tax 
w ill produce. 
We are one of 
only five states not presently 
enjoying die benefits of 
such a tax. 
And it is ridicu­ 


lous to argue that a 4-1/2% 
corporate profits tax would 
drive business and industry 
from out state. Wuat busi­ 


nessman is going to shoulder 
the expense of moving to a 
state without such a tax 
simply to avoid taxation in 
Texas 
Also, 4-1 
- is rel­ 
atively mild compared to 
Penns)’I van la 's 12%, Massa­ 
chusetts' 7-1/2%, New York's 
and California's 7%, or die 
majority’ of others taxing at 
5% and up, Everything con­ 
sidered, a progressive corpor­ 
ate profits tax seems a small 
price to pay for use of Tex­ 
as' abundant natural resourc­ 
es and manpower. 
Finally, I would like to 
diank the Anvil Herald for 
helping present the important 
political issues for the vo­ 
ters' consideration.

on law school he attended

It was my privilege to 
spend January 11-12-13 and 
14th in San Antonio at the 
Sheraton Motor Inn attending 
a short course for Justices* of 
tile Peace, This course was 
in compliance with a Law 
passed by the last Legisla­ 
ture requiring all Justices of 
the Peace, who have not 
field the office for eight 
years or more, to obtain 40 
hours of approved law course 
or to be an attorney. 
It was gratifying to me to 
see so many Justices of the 
Peace, who had been in of­ 
fice for many years, present 
at tills course. One being 
John Parma from LaCoste, 
who has tie Id tils office for 
21 years. 
These courses are being 
conducted by tile Police 
Training Division of Texas 
A&M University through a 
grant from the Criminal Jus­ 
tice Council. 
These men have surround­ 
ed themselves with a very a- 
ble and capable staff from 


every point In the State of 
Texas, Some of the topics 
covered in this course were: 
Criminal Intent by Tom 
Bullinton, Assistant Attorney 
General of Texas; Traffic 
Laws, Van Smith, Texas 
Department of Public Safe­ 
ty from San Antonio; Exam­ 
ining Trials, Judge Albert 
Lee, Justice of the Peace 
from Humble; Aspects of 
Justice of the Peace Court, 
John Forbes, Justice of the 
Peace from Arlington. 
Also, Common Sense and 
the Law, Judge Billie Mont­ 
gomery from Munday; Arrest 
with and Without Warrant. 
Ira Scott, Texas A&M; Ju­ 
dicial Ethics, Judge Joe 
Clark, San Antonio, 
The above are just some 
of the subjects that were cov­ 
ered in the 20 hours of study. 
The second 20 hours w ill be 
held on April 19-20-21. 
We are becoming more 
and more aware each and 
every’ day that this world Is 
changing at a fast pace; we 
are indeed seeing the dawn 
of a new era. When I was 
a student in school, I held 
the law enforcement and 


judges in awe and fear, be­ 
cause it was impressed on us 
that if we broke the law, we 
would be in bad trouble. 
Now, people of all ages are 
beginning to ask why; and 
tills Is good, they have the 
right to know. They have 
the right to know what their 
constitutional rights are. If 
these rights were meant to 
be some dark secret, they 
would not have been written 
Into the Constitution in the 
first place. 
I feel that about 85 to 90 
percent of the people who 
come In contact with the 
courts In this country come 
through the Justice of the 
Peace Courts. They should 
know these rights. I w ill 
continue to do everything in 
my power to see that they 
do know the rights that are 
afforded them and also 
what redress they have, if 
any, under civil law. lf I 
don't know. I'll do my best 
to put them in touch with 
someone who does know.

of the first persons to arrive 
on the scene were Greg 
Muennink, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John M aennink, and 
Don Wilson, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Wilson. They 
had crossed the tracks ahead 
of the train and were stopped 
at the intersection waiting 
for highway traffic to clear. 
When the train stopped they 
ran back and crawled through 
the train to reach the acci­ 
dent scene, and said all ti tree 
men were out of die wrecked 
automobile. 
Sheriff Charles Hitzfelder 
was crossing the railroad 
tracks at Avenue U and rush­ 
ed to the scene when lie saw 
commotion near the Armory, 
Engineer E. ii, Harwell, 
said he did not see the car in 
ti me to stop. 
Lelnweber was employed 
by the City of Hondo and he 
was the second city emplo­ 
yee to be killed within a 
week. Randy Gray was k ill­ 
ed a week earlier in a car 
accident east of Castroville. 
Leinweber's death also 
marked the seventh person to 
have been killed at railroad 
crossings in Hondo since 
1965. Tliose deaths were 
recorded: erne in 1905, four 
In 1967, one In 1970 and 
one in 1972.
